KOHPS wrote to ask about a FET amplifier in QST many years ago. I'm not 
sure it's appropriate to discuss this topic on QRP-L, but the Nov. 1990 
issue of '73' had an article on a 40 W class-C amp based on an IRF-531, 
which is in the same family as the IRF-511. I'm using an IRF-530 which are 
cheap (~$1?) from DigikKey. It's got RF-triggered QSK that works well. I 
built a 20 meter version using Manhattan-style construction as described in 
the article. I don't have it completely debugged yet - it seems to break 
into oscillation at full power. I built this before I discovered that it 
was possible to talk to Japan with 1 watt and a G5SRV. This was sent to me 
by a kind ham whose name I've forgotten.

sensitive stereo headphones. In summary, here's what people said. Sony has 


a type MDR-WO8, which is available for about $10.00 in Walmart and probably 
elsewhere that is good. Another suggestion was a Sony type MDR-V2, but I got 
the impression these might be expensive. Others suggested were the Warren 
Gregoire kit advertised in QST, and a Koss headset, available from All 
Electronics. 

One person suggested that a figure of 102 dB per milliwatt, or something 
like that, is a good criterion. It may be a measure of sound pressure per 
unit audio power. And it was also suggested that Walmart generally has a 
figure of merit, or efficiency, posted for their headphones.

Hi Zim: 


I agree with you to a large extent, however, there is a tendency for those 
operating one mode to "ignore" other modes on frequency. For example, how 
often has one heard a CW operator call CQ atop a RTTY or Pactor station. 
Likewise, how often has one heard a Pactor station or other digital mode come 
up on top of a CW QSO or net. 


Some of these folks seem to think "if I'm not operating that mode, it doesn't 
exist." Likewise, how many of these folks take the time to change to CW and 
transmit "QRL?" before opening up in a digital format? Very few, if any, I 
suspect. Gentlemen's agreements and band-plans prevent many of these 
problems. 


Just a few nights ago, we had a digital operator come up on our CW Net. He 
was zero-beat with NCS and made life difficult for everyone. He didn't ask 
if the frequency was in use, nor did he apparently listen before transmitting 
(automated?) . 


As CW is de-emphasized, and fewer and fewer people will be able to copy a 
"QRL" at any reasonable speed, band plans for courteous operating will become 
more important. This simply preserves the "peace" and encourages good 
operating practice. 


While I agree that the occasional digital op / QSO running PSK-31 in the CW 
portion is no problem, a contest is a different matter. It simply invites 
conflict and poor operating practices. There's plenty of room in the hobby 
for everyone, particularly for those engaged in the use of narrow band modes, 
such as CW and PSK-31. It is simply my opinion that the use of a band-plan 
encourages good operating practice.

I don't know about QRO amps pros and cons, but there are plenty of 
applications for power FET RF amplifiers for QRP transmitters in the 2-5 
watt class. 

Power FETs have high input impedance, low output impedance and are very 
efficient in clacc C/D/E operation, meaning trail-friendly for battery 
use. These seem like good final amps for anyone building CW 
transmitters. Many "LOWFER" 160-190 Khz experimenter's band 
transmitters have been designed around IRF-511s due to the 1-watt input 
power restriction and the efficiency of the device.

I carried on a rather lengthy discussion of this with Phil off-list. 
Just 

to avoid leaving the question hanging, I have noticed PSK31 at 
14.068 and even lower fairly often. This is when tuning the band 
with a TS450S in FSK mode, so the frequency readout should be 
accurate. 


As I said to Phil, this may just be a result of splatter from overmod, 
or it might be folks with analog VFOs that aren't too accurate, or 
maybe some who are using LSB with rigs that read out 14.070 

but that's the suppressed carrier frequency and the actual sideband 
signal is a couple of kHz lower. I've spent only a limited amount of 
time actually set up to decode the PSK31 signals, but when I did so, 

I observed a lot of overmodulation and splatter. I think the many 
introductory articles in various journals have perhaps understated 

the need for careful adjustment and they have certainly underemphasized 
the bandplan issues.

I've just posted a bunch of new information on my web page for the latest 
work on the 2N2/15, 15 meter CW transceiver. The new information is at 

the bottom of the 2N2/15 link, and consists of a complete set of schematics 
for the receiver, and 10 pictures covering the construction so far. 


I'll go back at a later date and generate the technical discussions I 

was doing, but those were contaminating the creation of the design, so 

I stopped doing them until I had the receiver portion done. My appologies 
to those who were following those, but I do intend to finish them. 


I also did two basic measurements on the receive strip, MDS, and image 
rejection. 

The MDS is better than -130 dBm, and the image rejection is -95 dBm, darn good 
numbers I think, considering the low tech parts that are used.

A couple of weeks ago, the QRP world heard of the passing of Frank 
G3YCC - who most know of from the masses of information he put at our 
disposal through his website. Frank put a lot of time & effort into 
this and it would be a great pity if that work was lost. 


We've already seen some postings from folk who intend to download his 
files and create "tribute" sites and that's great. It's not my 


intention to do this, but I hope to preserve his memory in a different 
way. 


I've created a single executable file that contains his entire 
website. From the masses of technical stuff, right down to the 
photographs of local scenery (and even squirrels!). Not a thing has 
been changed except to use relative addressing and to indicate whether 
links are external to his site. It runs to about 8.5 meg and it will 
run on a WINTEL platform only. 


When run, it extracts to a temporary folder and then launches your 
browser (I've only been able to test I.E.5, and someone else - 
Netscape, but I don't know which version). The whole thing runs as if 
Frank's website is on your P.C. When you quit from the browser, the 
temporary files are deleted (until you run it again). 


As a bonus, it can also be opened in WINZIP, and all the files 
extracted. If you intend to create a tribute site, this may be of 
interest because as it stands, Frank's code will not run on any other 
server without modification - mine does. 


In case anyone is worried about permission, George Dobbs has cleared 
this with Frank's wife who is pleased that he can be remembered in 
this way by the hobby he loved.

I am passing this experience along in the hopes that it may help some other 
unsuspecting ham from similar equipment damage. 


Some years ago I constructed the 15 Watt Power Amplifier that uses a single 
MRF449A transistor which was described in the Power Amplifier and Matching 
Network section of "Solid State Design for the Radio Amateur". 


Nice little amp, and I used it in conjunction with a homebrew 1 Watt 40 meter 
rig for some time with excellent results. The MRF449 could deliver up to 30 
Watts out with 1 Watt in, depending on the output network used. The circuit 
had a resistive attenuator that could be built in if your QRP rig put out 
more than one watt, or left out if your rig put out 1 Watt or less. Either 
way, the amp was supposed to provide a 50 ohm load for the QRP rig. 


Got it out of the garage yesterday and hooked it up to the SMK-1Watt, as band 
conditions, especially during the day, have been a little rough. Things 
seemed fine, and I was in the middle of a very nice QSO when, due to 
premonition or whatever, I touched the new final transistor of the SMK-1 with 
my finger. It was quite hot. 


While I listened to my contact in QSO, and as I still hadn't bothered putting 
my SMK in a case, I quickly hooked up an RF probe to the output of the 
SMK-1Watt and when he turned it back over to me I discovered that the output, 
which had been about 8 Volts of RF, was now pegging the 15 volt range of my 
Voltmeter. 


Not wanting to simply QRT with no explanation, I tried to quickly sign off 
with my contact. Big mistake. 


While I quickly tried to sign off on the QSO, the power output dropped, and 
the SWR, which had been zero, changed dramatically for the worse on the dual 
meter on my Tuner. That made me QRT instantly. After checking into a purely 
resistive dummy load, I find that I now have a problem to troubleshoot in the 
SMK-1 and a 15 Watt amp that no longer works (I tried the amp with another 


rig). 


I am far sorrier about the damage to the amp, as the MRF449 power transistor 
went the way of the DODO bird, and I have no Spare. 


It is obvious to me that, even though the construction article for the amp 


says that it is designed to provide a 50 ohm load to the output of a 1 or two 
watt transmitter, and even though the amp worked perfectly well with another 
rig over a three or four year period, there was enough difference in 
impedance that it (very adversely) affected the output network of the SMK-1, 
which caused it to put out way more than it could handle. 


And, this had the secondary effect of damaging the amp, because the greater 
than designed input must have been too much for the base/emitter junction of 
the power transistor. 


So, the moral of the story is that if you are going to use an outboard amp 
with any of your rigs, check the output of your rig when it is coupled to the 
amp, to see if the output is where it should be. If the RF voltage out is 
much different than what you normally see when you operate the rig by itself 
into a dummy load or antenna, you may end up with some of the same type of 
damage as I did, because that will tell you that the QRP rig being used to 
drive the amp is not truly seeing a 50 ohm load. 


I assumed (boy was I wrong) that since the amp was supposed to be a 50 ohm 
load, and had worked quite well with another rig, that it would be fine 
hooked up to the SMK-1Watt. 


So, for the time being, my SMK-1Watt is hors de combat. Hope to have it back 
on the air soon.

KAQGKC came up with the magic solution by 
suggesting that the keyed voltage at the 


base of Q6 should be ground potential. 

It was not. R-15 was checked and found 

to have a bad connection. This was not 

because of a poor solder joint but something 

I can't explain very well. If I did a normal 
solder joint (smooth from board concave up to 
top of the resistor...bad connection. So I 
brought the solder up on the top part of the 
resistor plating and all was good. The reason 
I tried this was because when I had the resistor 
out of the circuit I had to put a great deal 

of pressure on the test leads to make contact 
and find the resistance to be OK. Otherwise it 
tested open. 


So, now I can hear signals, key the TX and all 
is well except too much audio from the sidetone. 
Unbelievably LOUD! Will have to work on that 
now.

to check that I had not. I see remarks often about 

all the great help available on this reflector and I can 
asssure you it is all true.
